Something needs 
to be said to Europe if only to clear 
the air.) 


New York—The situation in Europe 


is almost as incredible as it was in 
August 1914. 


"With genuine misgivings, might one 


ask: , Have the nations of Europe 
gone crazy again' Are they deter- 
mined to begin anew years of organ- 
ized murder, and challenge again the 
capacity of the white man to develop 
a Christian civilization? 


For the facts of Europe are sorrow- 


ful and pitiable Seeing first hand the 
plight of Europe is the only way real- 
ly to grasp what a dangerous situa- 
tion for all the world is being bred 
there. Americans returning from the 
continent utter pravers of thanks that 
the United States is three thousand 
miles away, and some of them come 
back confirmed in their 'beliefs that 
America ought not get itself mixed^up 
in the quarrels or troubles of Europe 
Scores of senators' and members" of 
the house, business men and casual 
observers feel that., way about ~ it. 
Xever has Earoj* teen ,so' -thoroughly 
"studied" as -this summer by tfie 
thousands of tourists and political 
pilgrims. 


But it is one thing to turn a cold 


shoulder to distracted Europe because 
the situation is distasteful—nothing 
could have been more distasteful than 
the events' which prompted. America 
to enter the war in 1917—and it is 
another thing to look with eyes of 
sympathy and speak words of plain, 
straight-forward logic to the Europe- 
an peoples. For Europe is more to 
be pitied .than scorned. 


In such a situation. American si- 


lence. American aloofness, American 
caution can easily be mistaken for the 
timidity of selfishness.

, established, without a settlement of repara- 
tions, bearing as they do a vital relation 
!to inter-allied debts. , 


The assumption that Great Britain 


has broken with France and that the en- 
tente is at an end, must be taken with a 
grain of salt. Premier Baldwin has used 
' a strong language in his note to the 
•French government.-but he has noi*burned 
.the bridges. One can speak one's mind 
j-vrithout causing estrangement, and that 
is what the prime minister has done. Jn 
the background the note discloses that 
•what Great Britain is most concerned 
about is the same thing that France is 
concerned about, namely the collection o? 
some of the war debts that are owing to 
her. 
She says France is making this im- 


possible by occupation of the Ruhr, there- 
fore, if France dries up the source of pa?- 
inent through'Germany, she must make 
payment herself. 
That is the sum and 


substance of the British "ultimatum" to 
France. 
It is true that Great Britain 


goes so far as to deny legality of French 
occupation, but that is only a legalistic 


• assertion. It is not to be supported bv 


pressure, other than that which may be 
eserted through diplomacy and economic 
measures. 
"VM> cannot see that it comes 


any nearer to dislodging-France from her 
hold on Germany. 


"\Vhat may result is progress toward a 


settlement of the differences between Ger- 
many and France. In reality, the ques- 
tion which has upset all of Europe, and 
over which France and England are now 
shaking fists, is German ability to pa- 
reparations. 
Germany is temporarily a 


bankrupt nation. It is not a question of 
how much she should pay. but how much 
«he can pay. how many cents on the dol- 
lar her creditors are to receive. Hotr this 
is to be determined to the satisfaction of 
•France, who -will be skeptical to the last 
degree, as -well as to the acceptance of 
Great Britain and Germany herself, is 
tRtill the unsolved problem. Great Briv- 
1 ain is doing her best to fore* the issue, ra 
'fact she is going the limit.

THE V7AR ON GASOLINE PRICES 
An incident of national importance, 


and of much larger import than may ap- 
pear on the surface, is the attempt, being 
led by the governor of South Dakota, to 
force down the price of gasoline.

would b» an irresponsible assertion of 
fact to say that the high price of gasoline 
for some yeaars has been unwarranted, 
acd yet the public feels that it has. 


It is a matter" of concern not only to the 


people of this country, but to its govern- 
ment as well.^as to what the facts are. H 
it is true that the great oil producing com- 
panies have been overcharging the public 
for its gasoline, then we have a condition 
which, in its wider signifiance, justifies 
discontent and to a large degree the radi- 
calism so widely prevalent. TVhat is now 
charged against the oil producers and re- 
finers has been laid at the door of other 
great corporations which for all practical 
purpose? control the supply and market- 
ing of a number-of necessaries. It is pre- 
cisely charges of this nature that have, 
brought into prominence and into public 
office political leaders like Senator La- 
Follette. Senator Brookhart. Senator Mag- 
nus Johnson and other champions of pop- 
ular rights as against industrialists and 
capitalists. 
. The question is. is the American con- 
sumer bein'g held up by monopolistic 
forms of industry 1 "^e have reached the 
"point where the question cannot be brush- 
ed aside as the product of class pre- 
judice and designing agitators. "We must 
have the truth. Conditions in the coal in-, 
dustry are even worse than in the oil in- 
dustry. The prices and periodical short-, 
ages of fuel in the face of indisputable 
fact that there is more coal in the ground 
and more miners to mine it than we need 
give color to the belief that the consumer 
is imposed upon 


There is an abundance of gasoline. Pos- 


sibly through the oversight or lack of 
complete understanding between the re- 
finers, there has been overproduction. 
The coal operators are very careful to see 
that there is no overproduction of their 
^commodity. 
The high price of gasoline 


cannot be attributed to its scarcity. 
TV"e 


believe it is a question if the cost of pro- 
ducing ond marketing gasoline has war- 
ranted the high prices charged for it in re- 
cent years. The oil producers could doubt- 
less produce facts and records that would 
show that the margin of profit was very 
small, and that even the total profit, based 
on investment, was reasonable. But such 
facts are not always, convincing for the 


j reason that they are not always accurate 
| and truthful. The report of the coal 


commission, which has just been made, 
shows that the operators, and withv them 
the miners, carry on a constant campaign 
of propaganda that is both misleading 
and inaccurate. It is practically impos- 
sible for the public to get at th* facts in a 
situation of this kind, or in a controversy 
between employers and employes. 


The price of gasoline is shrouded in 


mystery. It is marked up or down at will. 
It is not likely that the changes in price 


'• bear a very close relation to change in pro- 


ducing and marketing costs. It is quite 
possible that they are made to deceive the 
public. A difference of a cent or two 
zaakes a considerable difference in returns 
•when w« take into account the volume of 
sole? In Oklahoma gas :s selling at \ 1 
cents. South Dakota has forced the price 
dorra to 16 cents. The city of Milwaukee 
claims it is buying gasoline laid <k/srn at a 
price several cents lower. 
The public 


should bear in roind that local dealers have 
no price responsibility. The price to the 
consumer is fixed by the price they have to 
pay, fct,d they have no control cr.-er that. 


It is apparent that tie p-ib3ic ha« no 


n'-ans of protecting itself <,T ascertaining 
the trnth except through the- intervention 
of governaenta] agencies. The iisue over 


gasoline is a national issue. Its signifi- 
cance extends into a large portion of our 
industrial life. It is to be hoped that the 
step taken to challenge the fairness of 
gasoline prices will be Carried through to 
a satisfactory conclusion./

IS SCATIA NEURITIS? 


Neuritis (inflammation of nerve) is as old as the 


hills and as new as the mountains. A great many 
commoner if not homelier affections have masquer- 
aded as "neuritis" of late years, for to the unsophis- 
ticated the term neuritis has a new and fashionable 
suggestion. "A touch of neuritis," with some folk. 
Is a snappy way of saying "a pain in my neck" 
or "an ache in my arm." 
' . 


There is such a condition as neuritis, I greatly re- 


gret to admit, but I am pleased to assert that there 
Is no such thing as a "touch of neuritis" save in the 
realm of conjecture. One may have such a slight 
degree of Inflammation of a nervS~or nerves that the 
whole course of tho trouble scarcely exceeds a week, 
it Is true, but If so, the diagnosis of neuritis is-only 
a conjecture and amounts to nothing more signifi- 
cant than a casual slander of the weather. In ac- 
tual Inflammation of a nerve or nerves of sufficient 
degree to produce any discoverable impairment of 
the functions of the nerve or nerves, the diagnosis 
of neuritis Is by no means sufficient nor complete 
in itself. It is of no use to know that a given trouble 
Is neuritis, for there la no particular remedy or treat, 
ment which can be of avail indiscriminately applied. 
The condition is not a specific disease but an ex- 
ceedingly variable manifestation of damage to nerv- 
ous tissues by injury, poison and abuse.- The diag- 
nosis, to serve any practicable purpose, must take 
into consideration the "extent and situation of the 
damage suffered by the nervous tissues^and the 
source or nature of the cause of the damage, for 
these factors must be dealt with if the treatment 
is to be of avail. 
The phrase still some times heard, "sciatic rheu- 


matism," gives a suggestion of the insufficiency or 
incompleteness of the diagnosis of sciatic neuritis 
in the old days. That term "rheumatism" seems 
to bob up whenever we are lost in the woods and 
unable to get our bearings. 
There are still plenty 


of cases in which even the best of doctors cannot 
determine precisely what, is the matter, but their 
number is steadily diminishing as medical knowl- 
edge and medical skill advance. 


The osteopaths deserve the credit Tor having 


taught that a considerable share of cases formerly 
dubbed "sciatica" are in reality not lesions-of the 
sciatic nerve at all, but relaxation or strain of the 
sacrc-iliac joint, the joint where the pelvic bone 
meets the sacrum or base of the spine. The scia- 
tic nerve passes directly over this joint; pressure 
on the nerve from slight swelling or displacement 
of the Joint accounts for the disability which is 
still often mistaken for sciatica in these cases.

that belongs to the field of aeronau. 
tics is subject to the orders of the 
commander of the air fleet 
of the 


soviet republic. 


Army or naval aviation schools of 


aeronautics, aviation material and en- 
gineers all belong to the Red air fleet 
and are under the sway of its general 
staff, which in- its turn is responsible 
to the Moscow central soviet. The gen 
eral staff is divided into four sections, 
which comprise aviation proper, ad' 
ministration', halls and inspection. 
Naturally naval 
aviation loses 
its 


autonomy and is subject to the gener 
al staff of the Red air fleet. 
• 


The Soviets do not hide the bel 


ligerent intentions which caused them 
to create this centralized aviation sys- 
tem/' They say in a preamble to the 
law quite frankly: "In order to im- 
•prove the preparation tor war and to 
strengthen the war power of Russia 
* * * " The chief of the Red air fleet 
Is Trotzky. His general staff is the 
supreme power. It controls all Rus 
slan airplanes, determines the metlv 
ods of instruction in 
aeronautic 


schools, places personnel and material 
at •will, takes care of provisions, ac- 
counts, recruiting—briefly, the gener- 
al staff is the soul of Red aviation. 


There is no-, civilian aviation at all. 


The directors of-airplane factories, of 
air service or repair shops, that is. all 
those persons who elsewhere 
repre- 


sent private initiative are in soviet 
Russia'nominated by the commander 
of the Red air fleet. 


In a way the air fleet of soviet Rus- 


sia is in a permanent state of mobili- 
zation. Certainly this hardly contrib- 
utes to the 'economic development of 
the country. 
Although the Red air 


fleet is officially destined to take care 
of commercial 
needs as well, it, is 


above all a military fleet, constantly 
preparing for use in wartime and al- 
most sterile in times of peace.

Alterations In Laws Of 


Marketing Bodies 


A bulletin issued by the department 


of markets summarizing the chanpos 
made by tho last legislature In the co- 
operative laws ha* been sent to 800 
coopertlvc associations throughout the 
state. 


The changes which were made by 


the 1923 solons are: 
^1. A quorum is now 20 per cent of 
the members Instead of a majority and 
at a meeting twice the number of di- 
rectors may carry on scheduled busi- 
ness. 


2. Xoticft of special meetings. Instead 


of belnx given pablicity. may be given 
personally ,;r 
l,y mail to the last 


known address of members. 


3. A co-operative society is author- 


ized with assent of members to be- 
come a member of a corporation or as- 
sociation organized 
without capital 
stock. 


4. A co-operative association which 


is a member of a corporation or asso- 
ciation, whetner organized with or 
without capital stock, may cast votes 
in such, corporation or association in 
proportion to the number of its mem- 
bers in the manner prescribed by the 


by-lnws of the corporation. But un- 
less such a provJs'on is mado. It Is 
entitled to only ot:o vote In tho present 
organization, regardless of tho size of 
its own membership. 


5. Under ,tho co-operative laws a co- 


operative association may be forrped 
for any purpose permitted under the 
general corporation law. 


6. Organization under the co-oper- 


atlvo law is permitted not only with 
out capitol stock, but also without 
membership fee and even without 
dues. 


7. The' secretary and treasurer may 


be directors but "do not have to be. as 
was formerly required. The president 
anU vice-president, "however, must be 
directors. 


S. Tho declaration of a dividend 


upon stock as well as the distribution 
of net proceeds to .stockholders at 
double the rato to non-stockholders is 
made optional, not compulsory. 


!>. Any 'co-operative association In ex. 


istence at the time of the 1821 act. 
which required all co-operative asso- 
ciations to have the word "co-opera- 
tive" in the corporate 
name, may 


adopt an amendment to Its articles of 
incorporation thus changing the name 
by vote of a majority of its board of 
directors.
